They may 
plausibly plead that they know only one 
world, and that by this their practical in- 
terest and responsibility are bounded; but if 
they avow that they are free from all feeling 
and sentiment on the subject, that they have 
no queries and no stirrings of a speculative 
spirit that ever pass the bounds of our 
mortal exlstenes, then they sink down very 
low In our esteem. At the best, they are only 
an unfledged Intelligence. They aro but the 
raw material of men aud women: Their 
passions have not passed up above the line 
beneath whieh the. pro- human and sab-hu- 
` man powers are working In thelr mundane 
and mortal environment. 

All phenomena, all ‘experience, are sug- 
gestive of unattained issues. As all are 
linked together one can think of nothing 

à present without thinking of its consequences 
or the new phenomena and forms of force into 
which it must become envolved. We know 
that all our past and present volition and 
action are to be followed by Inevitable re- 
sults in our own life, powers and experience. 
We are hence led to- regulate our own action 
in view of anticipated consequences. This 
law, wo know, covers all of this life. Shall 
it end b By what law of reason? .There 
is no such law of reason, nor can there be 
unless, we know that organic dissolution is 
the annihilation of our conscious individual- 
ity; and no one pretends to know this.

bat the defigite vitality of an intellectual 
and moral order which these two men in one 
infuse into the Spirit-world of the hereafter 
la in striking accord with the New. Testa- 
ut. 

owe cannot longer follow this line of eth- 
nio history; but we may take timo to observe 
Its psychological consecutiveness. In the 
leas developed conditions when the senses 
are strong and dominant relativa to the in- 
tellect, which is but Iftle Informed and dis- 
elplined, sense-phenomena are often explica- 
ble, oņly by the supposition of the action of 
Gods and angels. With the progress of in- 
telligence this method of viewing phenome- 
un must pass away; and with the introduc- 
‘ton of a more realistic sense view there 
eméfryes a higher faculty of intellectual and 
spigitdal conception and aspiration. Supra- 
mundane agencies become more confined to 
thelr appropriate sphere and mode of exist- 
ence; and at the same time men gradually 
develop the conception of belog themselves 
spiritual beings, which may become supra- 
mundane, and which, therefore, ought so to 
become because of their evident capacity. 
Thus the fatare asasphere of life in close 
and vital relation to the present rises into 
mental prominence with intellectual ad- 
vancement. 

The relation of these two worlds is at first 
compsratively undefined and there are few 
or no Intellectual barriers in the way of vie- 
itors from other spheres. - With the advent 
of the spirit of-cosmic science the gates 
between the two worlds are arbitrarily closed 
or at least there ls a violent attempt to close 
them hy the constant asseveration that there 
are no gates between them. If, indeed, there 
is any other world than ours. Young cos- 
mic Sclence, like all other youth, {s bold and 
presuming. After years and experience 
have taught it some discretion, it assumes 
the alrs of modesty in the spirit of pride, and 
affects agnosticism with the implications of 
negative gnosticism, which kuows that noth- 
lag 1s tobe known beyond our wonted form 
of life and Its methods. f 

The next step is the evolution of spirit- 
val selence. This is the modern Promethe- 
us who steals fre from heaven and excites 
the jealous fear of all the older gods, and de- 
fies their cruel power, proving that it is of 
short duration.

The acts and work of the Western Unitar- 
ian Conference and of individual delegates, 
have been the subject of comment in the 
JOURNAL.

In May, 1886, at the annual meeting of the 
Weatern Unitarian Conference in Cincinnati, 
a declaration for “freedom, fellowship and 
character” in religion,was adopted, leaving 
out any mention of Deity or. immortality as 
great spiritual lasas underlying and inspiring 
thought and life. This was a; ty done 
to make the agnostics feel more at ense, and 
to keep up the theory that a union of othical 
and religious effort between spiritual think- 
ers and materialistic thinkers was feasible 
and desirable. As the JOURNAL then sald: 
Robert Ingersoll could, if he would, take the 
title of reverend, “wag bis pow in the pulpit” 
of a Western Unitarian church, and teach 
Athelsm and deny immortality under their 
name. . 

The question is, can opposites unite? Noth- 
ing can be. more unlike and opposite than 
the Unitarianism of Channing and Parker 
and the materialism toward which agnostic- 
ism leads. To

This shows how greatly Unitarian- 
lum needs the philosophy and the facts of 
Spiritualism. The resolutions are too wordy 
and Indefinite; a dozen lines would better 
state the whole case.

er time. Caustic lime or chloride of zinc i 
are specially adapted to the rapid disin- 
tegration of the dead body. Continuing, the 
report saya that the old-fashloned triplo cof- 
fin and tho vault should be entirely discard- 
ed. Karth-to-earth burial should, as far as 
possible, be encouraged. As our cities in-

A Blind Man's Wonderial Powers. 


How* Henry Hendrickson, Totally Deprived 
of Sight, Perceives All that Ta Going On— 4 
A Remarkable Cage that Bafles AU At- 
temple at Solution, 


“Here ls a man who ls totally bling, but 
who nevertheless can see.” said A. 8. White 
in introducing Henry Henderickson to a vis- a 
itor yesterday. And so it appeared. Mr.. ° 
Hendrickson can see, or rather discern ob- 
jecta, although he was deprived of the sense - 
of sight when he was six montbs old. He 
was born in Norway forty-three years ago, 
and bas lived in America forty yeare. He 
was educated at the Institution for the Edu- 
cation of the Blind at Janesville, Wie., and” 
-has, since leaving that institution, followed 
various Industries, notably that of broom- 
making. and la the author of a book en- 
titled “Out from the Darkness.“ This work 
is somewhat in explanation of the second 
sight, with which he fs becoming endowed 
although he finds himself unable to account 
for it in any manner satisfactory to himself 
or conformable to physical science. 

He ls well educated, n somewhat brilliant 
con tionaNst, and with glasses which 
hide his completely closed eyes, one would 
scarcely recognize him as a blind map. For 
tho last twenty ho bas seldom used an 
escort, except when Ip great baste and when 
polos on territory ent ty strasne to bim. 

t must be remembe that he is totally  - * 
blind, and has never seen the light since he 
was six months old. Nevertheless, he can 
tell when he comes to a sudden rise in the 
sidewalk as well as one who enjoys complete 
sight; can turn a street corner;teti when he

Dr. T. Mitchell Prudden, of New York, bas been 
making some important experiments with a view to 
determining the effect of freezing on bacteria. In the 
case of the Hacillus prodiglorus ĩbeto were 6,300 bac- 
teria in a cubic ceotimeter of water before freezing: 
after being frozen 4 days, 2,970; after 37 daye,22; and 
none after 51 daje. Of the Staphylococcus pyogenes 
aureus, there were a coun! number before freez- 
log: after 18 days of freezing, 224,597; after 54 days, 
HD; r % days, 9,230. Of the ty d fever ba~ 
cillus, ipnumerable before freezing, 1,019403 a 
belag frozen 11 days; 80,457 after 27 days; 89,796 
alter 42 days; and 7,348 after 103 days. These facts 
abow that certalo bacteria have a remarkable power 
of resistlog the temperature t which los forme. Dr. 
Prudden, therefore, recommends that the New York 
St Board of Health, or other authority, should 
have power tc determine which, it ang. of the sources 
of ico cupply are so situated as to imperil the health 
of consumers uf ler.

other, as they often have been, and this 
should be done as impartially as possible.

their,“materialization.” 
God and his will are'thelr only cause, reason 
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because Its members had known no parenté 
no infancy, snd no propagation. Each was 
directly created by the Almighty flat. They 
were tho court minions of the one only eter- 
nal Monareh, As such they were also the 
guardian, guides and protectors of the ploua 
people and the cause of Godin this world. 
Here, in this characteristic, the Bible stands 
in striking contrast with modern Spiritual - 
ism. 

In the New Testament, however, there ls a 
change ln the direction of our Spiritualism. 
The old angels still retain their style and 
place. In the opening of tho synoptic gos- 
pels thoy visit the virgin and her espoused 
and her cousin Elizabeth. They render ald 
to Christ in the agony of the garden, and roll 
away bis tombstone and give information to 


*| the visiting women. St. Paul speaks of them 


as being ministers to the helru of salvation 
aod as beling present in the assemblies of 
Christian worshipers. But in the story of 
the transfiguration in the 17th of Mathew, 
Moses and Elijah aro introduced as visitors 
talking to Jesus of his prospective death. 
Jesus himself is described as often appearing 
to his dleciples after bis crucifixion. Still 


later Paul said Jesus appeared to him, and 


John is sald to have seen him in glorious 
form and presence many years later. The 
mighty angel“ whom John would have 
wo! , says he is one of the prophets who 
have the testimony of Jesus, which Is the 
spirit of prophecy; that 18. ho was ono who 
had borne witness-to Chriat as his disciple. 
We havo, therefore, in the New Testament 
the beginning of what constitutes the essen- 
tlal element of modern Spiritualism—the 
manifested retarn of those who were once 


„regular denizens of this world. 


We have here, therefore,an argument la fa- 
vor of the modern doctrine. It ls a psycholog- 
ical evolution, a movement in the line of 
mental development. The early Jews were In- 
competent to entertain the conception, and 
their experisncesof extramundane spiritual 
‘phenomena were necessarily misinterpreted. 
Their views of man were too materialistic for 
them to concelve of him as belng after death 
strong and active with all bie facaltiea in 
perfect condition aud even exalted, with an 
adequate sphere for action. Hence when they 
had evidence of extramundane agency, they 
mast attribute it to n higher order of belongs 
than man, This is the origin of their angelolo- 


Y. 

In all this, the mental action of the Jow ran 
partially parallel with that of all tite eastern 
nations and races, especially of the Semitic 
stock. Among all these people of early times. 
gods and angels or divine ministers are 


conspleuous ln thóir letters and monu- 


mental history. But there Is little or no sign 
of the thought of the conscious and active 


return of the deceased. The great men are 


apotheosized, and thence unseen save by 
their luſluenes on human affairs; and many 
primitive people have attributed unseen 1n- 
fluence to departed ancestors; but the con- 
ception of them as ret g according to the 
experience and beljef of modern Spiritual- 
fsm, Is foreign to thb modes of thought in the 
early conditions of the human mind. 

Even among the Greeks the samo general 
facts meet our observation, All their visit- 
ore were and goddesses and only rarely 
wero these concelved as apotheosized men; 
whHe.common men and women wore never 
thought of in such a light. Even’ Achilles 
and Ajax with all the other heroea must go 
to the shades and stay there with no power 
to visit the earth in the ‘possession of real 
human faculties of mind. When Ulysses 


‘would communicate with the departed he 


most go to them where common mortals 
may not go, and there he may see and hear 
and learn something after he has infased 
life into them by the scent and taste of blood; 
and Virgil shows the same thought. 

Wo would not,therefore,confound the angèl- 
ology of the early world with the idea of the 
modern Spiritualism. - Doubtless the facts 
are the same but the theorles in explana- 
tión of the facts are very different, Just as 
the recognized phenomena of astronomy are 
the same, though the Copernican theory has 
superseded the Ptolemalo, ' They know of other 
world-visitora, as we do, and they explained 
them as best they could, and we explain 
them better. That is the unity and the gtt- 
ference between the ancient and modern 
Spiritualism. We have entered on the scl- 
entific study of these phenomena, and have

All these 
phenomena are to be compared and critical-

University Education and Religion, 
— 


The commencement exercises of the Mich: 


igan State University at Ann Arbor, the Jast 


week in June, had added interest, ant more | (ya 


people thau usual. from far and near, in atten- 
dance, because the semi-centennial celebra- 
tion came at the same time—the foundation 
of the great University, which now hab over 
1,600 students, men and women, dating back 
to the day of small beginning In 1837. 

A notable fedture of the week was an ad- 
dress by Prof. Henry R. Frieze before an su- 
dience of over 3,000 in the large hall, on The 
Relation of the University to Religion.” The 
{ostitution is under State control asa part 
of the public school system, and therefore no 
denominational or sectarian bias or edu- 
cation can be allowed, in accord with the law 
or the idea under which it existe. This state 
of things fs an indication of the growlog and 
healthfal tendency to separate edacation in 
colleges and elsewhere from theological dog- 
matism, or sectarian bigotry. 

The university at Ann Arbor bas been crit- 
lelsed by evangelical educators as heretical 
in its tendencies, and also by some freo 
thinkers as really too much under orthodox 
control, 

Doubtless Ita position helps to weaken the 
sway of tho old dogmatism over higher edu- 
cation, and doubtless, albo, the large infia» 
ence of orthodox theology permeates Its very 
atmosphere and modifies the working of its 
impartial theory; so that these criticisms 
from opposite extremes both have some foun- 
dation. 

Prof. Frieze ls some seventy years old, has 
long been a teacher, and for a timo acting 
president at Ann Arbor; his scholarship is 
bigh, his character excellent, his alms tho 
best his light ws, bis thoughtfal recti” 
tude of purpose greatly respected. Ho is a 
Christian, In the orthodox sense, and there- 
fore not unfriendly to religious Influences of 
that kind. All this makes his opinion of 
mote value and interest than would be that 


«of a free thinker. His words are those of a 


good man, long experienced as a college 
teacher, a liberal and rational conservative, 
With fine-Impartiality, yet with deep"eonrio- 
tion; he declares in favor af unsectarian ed- 
ucation in the university as the com- 
mon school, as best for that liberty of con- 
scienco and freedom of thought which, help 
to build up pare and undefiled. , to 
strengthen 
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log secta of small use. In an earlier day 
denominational schools did great good, and 
may still sometimes; bat, with our changed 
modern conditions, the State must he the 
educator, and such education will be no hin- 
drance, but s help to real religious life and 
character, for truth in literature, science or 
religion, la In unity, not In antagonism. He 
says that there exists among the students of 
this unlveralty of Michigan a more virtuous 
sentiment anda higher tons of moral feeling 
than la most colleges; that the proportion of 
youth whose impulses are wayward and vio- 
fous is unusually limited. This conviction 18 
founded on considerable experience as in- 
structor, and opon Intimate acquaintance 
with other schools; and be says that a good 
ly proportion of professing Christians are 
among the students at Ann Arbor. 

Compulsory attendance at morning prayers 
in the chapel le not a role at Ann Arbor, nor 
does Profesor Frieze favor it: but says that 
“the real ous life” gains without it. 
While somo of his views are cortainly 
open to criticism, yet the general scope and 
tendency of the address ls enlarging and 
noble, and a sweet slocerity marks its every 
word.

Nearly twelve years ago the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union was organized, but 
it is only lately that it has begun to show 
strength and practical resulto, al anions 
exist in nearly every village of the State. In 
fact, the union is much stronger in the coun- 
try than in 52 York city, where there are #0 
m other te persus societies, The unlon 
favors total abstinence and directs all its ef- 
forts toward that object. Every year a conven- 
tiou, to which all the local unions send a dele- 
is held. Here all questions are discussed 
and a plan is mapped out for the ensuing 


year. 

The membership fee is one dollar, and a 
life-membership costs twenty-five collars, 
The union also receives a great many contri- 
butions. The State unions send delegates to 
the National Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union. The union. has committees on all 
subjects which it thinks will advance the 
cause of prohibition. ‘It places strong rell- 
ance on Its literature to inform people of tho 
deleterious effects of drink. E 

One of the officers of the union lately de- 
growing 
stronger. We belleve in education as s 
means of prevention. We, therefore, pay 
very close attention to the schools. We have 
mauy handbills for líttle children which are 
gotten-up in attractive style and contain iu- 
teresting short stories showing the evils of 
drink. In the country, especially, are these 
carefully distributed among the se child- 
ren. Then the law passed in 1854, 
for the instroction of pupils in the public 
scbools in the effects apon the human sys- 
tem of narcotics, stimulants, and alcoholic 
drinks, is now in operation in three-quarters 
of the schools of New York State. 
The work done by the local ublons in pris- 
ons and jails ‘has been very encouraging. 
Special literatare bas also been provided for 
this branch of our work. + 
As to the way in which our work is done, 
of course, being unpald work, it ee en- 
tirely on the willingness and ability of the 
individual members to devote their time and 
thought to the matter. We And all very en- 
th ic, however, and all eager and anxi- 
ous to gather new proselytes. We have rea- 
son to congratulate ourselves upon our suc- 
cesa,

It showed that they agreed that 
a knowledge of Christ and faith in him are 
necessary to salvation; that they differed on- 
ly in that one party belleres the heathen 
will have Christ made known to them in the 
future world, while the other has no opinion 
on the subject, and the article jastly insiou- 
ates that It ls a very small ground of conten- 
tion. While we agree with this, we would 
add that the ground occupled by elther party, 
or both, is also very small. “Their common 
affirmation that a knowledge and adbordnce 


to the historle person and teaching of Jesus 


ls a condition of salvation, and that failure 
here involves eternal damnation, ls their 
great mistake. It is based on an artificial 
and fantastic view of the universo and God, 


and operates depressingly, on the higher fac- | - 


alties of man. Their small difference among 
themselves is puérile. This gteat variation 
from the normal Intellect of man ought to 
receive their eblef attention; and they should 
either answer the world’s opposing thought 
or abandon their position 1 formity with 
nobler views, 

It would bea good exprelso for them to 
try and explain tothe world whys kaowl- 
edge of, and adherence to, the historic Christ 
is necessary to salvation. It must be sup- 
posed that some rational exposition of it is 
povaible, else the position is irrational, and 
the mental action which la the condit- 
fonal process of salvation, is irrational gnd 
bilid: This is not a thing they will be 
ready to admit, though they do sometimes 
confess that they cannot furnish an expo- 
eition which Is entirely self-consistent,- The 
value of history consists, not chiefly in the 
separate facts of which it is composed, bat 
of the rational principles which pervade, 
control and illuminate them. Only in this 
way can the historic Christ be of any moral 
and spiritual value to any ono. It must be 
from the intellectual and spiritual illumi- 
nation and stimulation which it affords. In 
other words it must be a knowledge of facts, 
rationally constraed, with logical consist- 
'enoy. Discipleship to Christ, then, ab the 
result of an historic kaowledge of him, so 
faras {tisofany spiritual value and true 
saving power, must be self-justified as an 
Intelligent and wise course pf procedure. 
God is the infinite Reason, and religion is 
conformity with that. 

The historic Christ, then, so far as ho 
be of any benefit or saving influence, must be 
known or concelved as a'manifestallon.of 
the divine perfection; that is, as a being of 
excellent and elevated character, whose 
teachings commend themselves to the moral 
intelligence, and will bear the strain of ali 
logical criticism. 

Bat this principle applies with equal force 
to all other beings jost so far as they are 
wise and good. All such are, so far, of God, 


Therefore, as really ag Christ, all these, all 
creatures, are saviors of others so far as 


larger | they exhibit this eptrit and wield this infia- 


ence, It'may be that Jesus holds among 
them all a preeminent rank, but the differ- 
ence between them is only one of degree. 
Men are not to be divided Into two great 
classes, as the eternally saved or lost, accord- 

as they have or have not seen and felt

Charles Wesley’s Mediumistic Ways.

An early life of Charles tells 
how he would leave the white horse be rode 
in his old age in front of his house and come 
in crying out, “Pen and ink! pen and ink!“ 
aud with these would write out rapidly one 
of his hymns, and then salo present 
and read what had come to him wile thus 
possessed by bjs inspiration. 

His minlatry was solemn, awakening and 
tender. When in health and under the in- 


“fluence of the spirit, ashe often was, he 
“ was Auent and powerful. 


“ waiting fot the spjélt's influence.” His bi- 
ograpber tells us also that im such cases he 
usually preached with bis eyes closed; fum- 
bled with his Lands about his breast, and his 
whole body was la motion—all ina manner 
quite’ like that of a mediom when well or 
only imperfectly influenced and helped. In 
his last hour all was peace. With his band 
lying in his daughter's, the old salnt passed 
home so gently that the watchers did not 
know when the spirit fled.” . : 

Afterwards it was found that at the same 
hour John Wesley was in Shropshire preach- 
lug with his usual spiritual fervor to a great 
audience, and at the moment ef his brother's 
death, he and bis.congregation wers singing 
Charles Wesley’s bymn:
